\ ^ (Amended) A method of binding superabsorbent particles to fibers comprising 
the steps of 

providing binder-containing fiber, the binder-containing fiber comprising fiber having 
hydrogen bonding functional sites and a binder comprising a non-polymeric binder having 
functional groups selected from the group consisting of a carboxyl, a carboxylate, a carbonyl, a 
sulfonic acid, a sulfonate, a hydroxyl, a phosphoric acid, a phosphate, an amide, an amine, and 
combinations thereof, the binder comprising binder molecules, the binder molecules having at 
least one functional group capable of forming a hydrogen bond or a coordinate covalent bond 
with the particles, and a{ least one functional group capable of forming a hydrogen bond with the 
fiber; 
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
